Fiat conductor cable technology, a product of the space program 
has reached the development stage where it could revolutionize 
the electrical cable industry, 


Flat conductor cables ==called FCC -= have been developed at the 
NASA=Marshall Space Flight Center for use on various rockets and 
Spacecraft. About a dozen private industries also manufacture FCC, ~ 


Inherent advantages of FCC includes more flexibility, weight and 
space savings; wires are in fixed positions and cannot be accident- 
ally crossed3 wires serve as connector contacts, thus eliminating 
problems of soldering, welding and crimping; and the more effic= 
ient heat dissapation of flat cables results in cooler operation 
and more current carried. 


Other outstanding potential markets for FCC fnclude communication 
and radar equipment, computers, radio and television sets, controls 
and appliances, and automotive wiring harnesses, 


Plastic insulating materials used in FCC make them stronger, more 
Flexible, simpler in design, easier to produce and faster to in- 
stall and service, Also, the flexibility natural to thin tapes 
and fiat metal strips makes them virtually immune to vibration. 


The toughness of the insulating material makes FCC abrasive ree 
sistant and able to endure rough handling. Flat cables can be bent 
or folded easily to follow the contour of proposed mounting areas. 
Another {mportant point is that cuts and other defects can be 
spotted easily because the conductor can be seen through the in= 
sulating material. Also, being flat, every strand is visible, Only 
the outer wires are visible in a round wire bundle, 


Perhaps one of the most important advantages of flat cables is the 
built-in guard against getting wires crossed, All wires are par- 
allel in the cable and the conductors on the end are keyed so that 
they can be joined in only one way = the right way.

OB#I169 FCC has adopted rules which allow shut~ins to obtain 
Advanced and Extra Class licenses, Examinations may be conduct- 

ed by volunteers who hold the same or higher class licenses than 
the one being sought. Otherwise, the rules applying to Conditional 
C*ass tests for the disabled will govern. The change, supported 

by ARRL, was brought about by a Report and Order in Docket 17989 
and becomes effective June 17, 1968. Complete text of the new rules 
appears in the July fssue of QST, 
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OB#I67 United States amateur stations and amateur stations of 
United States forces personnel in West Berlin may now exchange 
third party communications, Eligible West Berlin stations may be 
identified by call signs such as DL4Q and DL5qQ. Third party 
communications with amateur stations in other parts of Germany is 
not so authorized, 
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OB¥!70 United States amateur stations operating portable from a 
United States base in Barbados, under FCC call signs, are now 
authorized to handle third party traffic with other FCC licensees 
and with countries having third party agreements with the United 
States = see page 86 of May QST. Such traffic may not be handled . 
with stations licensed by Barbados, prefix 8P,
